John  Jacob  Niles,  America’s 
foremost  folklorist,  will  appear  in 
concert  today  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the 
Provo  Tabernacle  as  the  conclud- 
ing number  of  the  fall  lyceum 
series. 

Mr.  Niles  has  won  acclaim 
throughout  the  world  for  his  folk 
singing  and  composing.  He  has 
been  lauded  as  “the  unique  Ameri- 
can troubadour  whom  no  imitator 
has  yet  successfully  imitated.” 

The  folklorist  is  the  only  one 
living  today  who  uses  music  from 
his  own  collectio,w  and  plays  only 
dulcimers  of  his  own  making  for 
accompaniment.  Books  and  an  or- 
atorio, as  well  as  ballad  number 
among  his  compositions.  The 
Cincinnatti  Conservatory  of  Mus- 
ic has  awarded  him  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Music  degree. 

“I  Wonder  As  I Wander,”  “Who 
Killed  Cock  Robin,”  and  “Frog 
Went  A Courtin’,”  are  some  of  his 
most  well-known  songs.

Close  Freshman  Voting 
Favors  G.  Sakiasian 
As  50%  Trek  to  Polls 

George  Sakiasian,  Huntington  Park,  Calif.,  was  elected  president 
of  the  freshman  class  last  week  in  a close-fought  election  in  which 
he  won  over  John  Ward,  Long  Beach,  Calif. 

Other  successful  candidates  were  Gordon  Coffman,  Salt  Lake 
City,  vice-president;  and  Carolyn  Bromley,  American  Fork,  secretary. 
They  defeated  Ruth  Rytting,  Tremonton,  and  Vicki  Larson,  Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

A total  of  1061  votes  were  cast 
out  of  the  entire  freshman  class, 
representing  less  than  50  per  cent 
of  eligible  voters.  Balloting  fol- 
lowed a heated  campaign  during 
which  candidates  fought  for  the 
three  offices.  Lewis  Winters, 
chairman  of  the  elections  com- 
mittee, stated  that  the  voting  was 
so  close  that  a recount  was  neces- 
sary to  verify  the.  winners. 

Mr.  Sakiasian  will  now  become 
a member  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  student  governing  group. 
New  officers  will  take  over  the 
direction  of  the  freshman  class 
from  the  acting-officers  who  have 
handled  activities  until  this  time. 
According  to  the  new  officers, 
many  activities  have  been  planned 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  and 
all  members  of  the  class  are 
urged  to  participate  in  them.

The  Theatre  is  America’s  oldest  and  largest  theatrical  company 
outside  New  York  City  and  is  the  only  state  subsidized  theatre  in  the 
nation.  Under  the  direction  of  Robert  Porterfield,  the  theatre  was 
organized  during  the  depression  with  assets  consisting  of  cast-off 
stage  sets  and  one  dollar. 

Admittance  was  secured  by  bartering  food  at  the  box  office, 
however,  since  the  growth  of  the  company  has  increased  that  is  no 
longer  done. 

The  Shakespearean  classic  will  be  included  on  the  regular  drama 
series  and  students  will  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of  activity 
ckrds  for  tickets.

“What  can  I do  for  you?”  is  the  cheery  greeting  Zona  Stewart 
and  Fern  Walton  extend  to  hundreds  of  students  each  day  as  they 
are  kept  busy  answering  questions,  giving  information,  and  helping 
students  recover  lost  articles  from  the  Information-Lost  and  Found 
bureau  in  the  Joseph  Smith  lobby.  Their  cheerful  service  has  con- 
tributed to  make  the  booth  one 


of  the  busiest  spots  on  campus 

Sometimes  their  services  have 
a humorus  vein.  A few  hours  be- 
fore the  “Madam  Butterfly”  cast 
was  scheduled  to  arrive  in  Provo 
the  information  bureau  was  told 
that  no  one  in  the  cast  could 
speak  English,  and  to  hurry  and 
find  someone  who  could  speak 
Japanese  to  greet  them  upon  their 
arrival.  After  a somewhat  frantic 
search,  a returned  missionary  was 
located  who  agreed  to  meet  the 
group. 

Receiving  long  distance  tele- 
phone calls  for  students  isn't  un- 
usual at  the  booth,  as  they  get 
an  average  of  two  a day.  It  is 
unusual,  however,  when  it  takes 
three  days  to  locate  the  student 
to  accept  his  call.  A call  came  in 
for  a fellow  one  ’day  this  fall 
when  the  fellow  was  away  hunt- 
ing deer.  The  next  day  when  the 
same  call  came  again  he  was  on 
a geology  field  trip.  The  third  day 
he  got  the  call.  * 

It’s  likely  you’ll  never  know  if 
a call  comes  in  for  you  unless 
you  have  your  name  on  file.  Luck 
was  with  one  boy.  An  urgent  call 
came  into  the  booth  for  him.  He 
didn’t  have  a card  in  the  file  and 
no  record  in  the  school  listed  his 
Provo  address.  A last  chance  call 


to  the  telephone  company  pro- 
duced results.  The  company  had 
his  address  listed  under  his  tele- 
pho.ne  number. 

Does  the  honor  system  work 
well  in  the  lost  and  found  depart- 
ment? 

*Miss  Walton  believes  it  does. 
She  related  the  classical  example 
of  the  fellow  who  found  and 
turned  in  three  bills  in  one  day. 
A few  twenty-d'ollar  bills  and  a 
wallet  containing  seventy  dollars 
have  found  their  way  to  the  booth 
to  be  reclaimed. 

“Most  of  the  items  students  lose 
are  turned  in,”  commented  Miss 
Walton.  Sometimes  they  are  not 
turned  in  before  the  owner  comes 
looking  for  them,  however.  Since 
most  students  don’t  come  back 
and  look  the  second  time,  the 
bureau  has  three  shelves  filled 
with  unclaimed  textbooks,  114 
pens  from  this  quarter  (not  count- 
ing all  those  from  last  year) , and 
a bit  of  everything  else  that  per- 
son could  possibly  lose. 

If  you’ve  lost  anything,  need 
information  of  any  kind,  or  want 
to  get  tickets  to  any  dramatic  per- 
formance, stop  at  the  information 
booth.

What  are  we  going  to  do  about 
teachers  who  bore  us  in  class?

(d)  Read  the  text  without 
looking  up  until  five  mm- 
utes'  before  the  end  of 
the  period. 

(e)  Carry  ooi  intense,  quiet 
conversation  with  neigh-- 
bors. 

(f)  Ask  'him  a controversial 
question,  and  then  sit 
back  and  nod  to~  your 
neighbor  with  a smug 
smile. 

Oh  yes,  for  you  two-milers,  in 
case  you  want  to  try  for  a differ- 
ent objective,  I could  suggest  that 
you  try  to  reach  the  teacher  in- 
stead of  waiting  for  him  to  reach 
you.  Who  knows,  maybe  you  have 
logger  arms,  or  maybe  neither  of 
you  can  reach  more  than  half 
way. 

You , won’t  be  very  far  along 
that  second  mile  before  the  teach- 
er is  cooperating.  You’ll  know 
when,  because  it  feels  like  a 
tail  wind  to  a tired  runner. 


d'uctions  hereafter. 

“New  Moon,”  last  of  the  old-hat  operettas,  wasn’t  extremely 
bright  when  it  first  appeared  over  Broadway  in  1928;  and  today  it 
is  even  less  lustrous.  The  BYU  production  was  slightly  romantic, 
cheerful,  and  slow. 

Sigmund  Romberg’s  music  has  always  been  the  show^s  main  vir- 
tue, and  Virgil  Camp,  director,  kept  it  as  such.  A pair  of  restless 
shears  could  have  been  used  to  better  advantage  than  they  were; 
though  its  main  purpose  was  to  entertain,  the  three  and  one-half 
hours  and  impossible  timing  dulled  even  that.  An  ^operetta,  with  its 
sterotyped  characters  and  negligible  plot,  depends  o.n  ever-mounting 
tension  and  smooth  continuity.  “New  Moon”  took  so  long  to  present 
so  little  that  the  final  outburst  was  but  illustration  to  Eliot  and 
Pound’s  bang-whimper  theory. 

Stage  grouping  and  movement  was  much  better  than  the  riveted 
knee-shaking  method  employed  in  “Hamlet,”  but  sets  certainly 
lagged  behind  the  Moliere-Saroyan  efforts. 

Lorna  Erickson’s  Clotilde  was  the  brightest  spot  of  the  whole 
show — ably  s’upported  by  Gene  Hansen  as  Besac  ani?  Ron  Carter  as 
the  at  times  over  acted  Alexander. 

Howard  Putnam  and  JVIarylin  Oakey’s  vocal  qualities  overshad- 
owed their  acting  abilities — but  their  many  curtain  calls  reflected  the 
audience’s  approval  of  their  performances. 

Capt.  DuVal  was  interpreted  by  Brandt  Curtis  with  a high  de- 
gree of  skill,  and  Pat  Maughan  made  a very  adequate  and  angelic 
Julie.  Jay  Fowles  and  Dick  Hawley,  though  not  scene-stealers,  gave 
extremely  competent  interpretations  of  their  roles. 

The  production  staff  this  year  bucked  considerable  opposition 
from  various  sources — and  that  a Varsity  Show  was  staged  at  all 
(for  even  three  nights  and  with  no  dress  rehearsal)  is  nothing  short 
of  miraculous.  For  most  of  them  it  was  an  entirely  new  venture, 
and  one  that  they  should  be  applauded  for.

The  trial  marred  the  honor  code 
record  of  the  school  and  gave  the 
honor  toll  its  first  black  mark  this 
year.

One  year  ago  on  December  2,  the  fieldhouse  floor  was  put  into 
use  for  the  first  time.  A year  ago  ,this  beautiful  building  seemed 
to  us  to  be  a paradise  for  athletic  contests,  and  rightly  so.  It  was 
the  finest  plant  of  its  kind'  in  the  entire  area.. 

Nearly  every  game  found  over  8000  fans  in  attendance  and  by 
the  end  of  the  season,  the  beautiful  building  was  already  seen  to  be 
a trifle  crowded. 

Now,  just  one  year  after  the  first  game  to  be  played  in 
the  structure,  seating  is  becoming  a more  and  more  pressing 
problem.  If  the  long  line  of  sports  fans  waiting  to  buy  season 
tickets  for  this  year’s  contests  is  any  evidence  of^  the  interest 
that  fans  in  general  will  show  this  year,  there  will  probably  be 
many  who  are  turned  away  for  lack  of  room. 

The  Cougars  will  see  action  in  several  new  fieldhouses  this 
season  and  will  also  appear  on  several  courts  that  they  have  not 
been  seen  on  in  many  years. 

With  the  season  opener  slated  for  Friday  night  against  Idaho 
State  in  Pocatello  and  a repeat  showing  the  fol- 
lowing night,  those  Cougar  fafis  who  follow  the 
team  will  have  an  opportunity  to  view  ISC’s  new 
million-dollar  fieldhouse  that  was  completed  last 
year.  This  plant  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  intermountain  region. 

The  Wyoming  Cowboys  will  play  host  to  their 
visitors  in  their  new  fieldhouse  on  the  Laramie 
campus.  Although  this  court  was  used  for  many 
of  the  conference  games  last  year,  it  was  not 
complete.  This  was  the  court  that  drew  the  fire  of 
the  Utah  Redskins  because  of  the  glare  of  the 
lights,  that  were  placed  around  the  edge  of  the 
court.  The  Pokes  should  have  their  pride  and  joy 
polished  up  for  their  season. 

On  the  eastern  tour,  the  Cats  will  not  appear  on  the  Eastern 
Kentucky  campus  as  previously  slated.  Instead,  they  will  meet 
the  Eastern  Kentuckians  on  the  University  of  Kentucky  floor, 
because  of  the  greater  facilities  of  the  Wildcats’  court.  This 
fieldhouse  is  supposed  to  seat  about  13,000  spectators  very  com- 
fortably and  it  was  for  this  reas>on  that  the  Eastern  Kentucky 
officials  had  the  scene  changed.  They  want  to  take  full  ad- 
vantage of  the  fan-appeal  of  the  Brigham  Young  crew.  This 
appears  to  be  a good  arrangement,  since  the  University  of  Ken- 
tucky is  not  competing  in  collegiate  basketball  this  season.  Al- 
though this  floor  has  been  used  by  the  Wildcats  for  about  two 
years,  it  is  probably  one  of  the  finest  courts  the  Cats  will  hit 
this  season. 

The  Cow  Palace  in  San  Francisco  will  also  feature  the  Cats 
during  the  season  when  they  meet  the  Stanford  Indians.  Another 
outstanding  floor  that  the  boys  from  Brigham  Young  will  bounce 
their  ball  on  will  be  the  fieldhouse  in  Corvallis,  Ore.,  where  the 
western  playoffs  of  the  NCAA  tourney  were  played  last  March. 

With  the  lid  of  the  new  basketball  season  slated  to  be  pried  off 
on  Friday  night,  most  BYU  fans  are  curious  about  who  coach  Stan 
Watts  will  name  to  carry  the  heaviest  loads.  Everyone  with  even  a 
little  interest  in  the  Cougars  want  to  know  how  the  Cats  looked  on 
the  hardwoods  in  their  first  games  of  the  season,  but  most  of, them 
will  be  unable  to  go.  Although  many  fans  will  take  advantage  of  the 
radio  coverage  of  the  games,  students  who  are  home  for  the  Thanks- 
giving vacation  will  be  in  the  dark  as  to  what  goes  on  in  Pocatello 
unless  the  UNIVERSE  carries  an  account  of  the  games,  as  it  will  do. 

However,  with  the  emphasis  that  the  BYU  studentbody  puts 
on  the  cage  sport,  wouldn’t  it  be  worthwhile  to  make  sure  that 
one  of  the  sports  writers  of  the  school  sees  the  game  and  give  a 
first  hand  account  of  the  activities?  That  goes  for  all  the  out- 
of-town  games.  From  the  reaction  of  the  studentbody  to  my 
previous  mention  of  the  matter,  they  appear  to  be  whole-hearted- 
ly in  favor  of  the  proposal,  but  won’t  anyone  else  listen  to  me?

The  Rams  of  Colorado  A&M 
surged  from  behind,  overcame  a 
6-0  halftime  lead  and  went  on  to 
beat  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Cougars  in  a football  game 
played  in  Fort  Collins  Saturday 
before  some  2000  frozen  fans.  The 
win  dropped  the  Cougars  from 
the  third  place  race  in  the  Skyline 
conference  and  completed  their 
conference  season. 

The  Cats  finished  the  season 
with  a record  of  three  wins 
against  four  losses  in  league  play. 
Colorado  A&M  assumed  undisput-

Saturday’s  game  proved  to  be 
an  outstanding  affair  for  the 
Ram’s  star  halfback.  Chuck  Mik- 
ke^lson  who  scored  three  of  the 
A&M’s  four  touchdowns.
